of Representative LIttlefield of Maine 
removing

against 


American sailing vessels in the coast- 
ing trade. This bill, commonly known 
as the anti-compulsory pilotage bill, 
has been the subject of many hear- 
ings in the committee on merchant 
marine and fisheries, and has excited 
great interest throughout the lake and 
ocean shipping regions of the country. 
The result of the vote was a surprise 
to the friends of the measure, who 
openly charged its defeat to the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. Many votes 
on the Republican side, however, were 
secured as a protest against the in- 
vasion of the rights of the states. 


After prolonged debate the senate 


adopted the Penrose resolution re- 
questing the president to send it in- 
formation regarding the discharge of 
the negro troops of the Twenty-fifth 
Infantry and also the Foraker resolu- 
tion directing the secretary of war to 
transmit all information in the pos- 
session of his department on the same 
subject. Both resolutions carried an 
identical amendment by Mr. Culber- 
son asking specifically for the order 
to Major Penrose, commanding the 
troops, which directed him not to turn 
over to the Texas authorities certain 
of the troops demanded. 


Mr. Spooner, who opened the discus- 


sion, took the ground that in matters 
where congress had an absolute right 
to information in the possession of 
the executive, it had always been cus- 
tomary to direct a cabinet officer to 
furnish It. This view -was supported 
also by Mr. Foraker, while Mr. Lodge 
quoted precedents to the contrary. 


To lay the foundation for a discus- 


sion of this point Mr. Carter observed 
that "it had been alleged and not de- 
nied," that the troops In question had 
committed murder In Texas. This 
brought Mr. Foraker to his feet with 
an emphatic disclaimer.
